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MEMORANDA. 


Trade,—The Oversea imports during December were valued at £2,390,539, 
and show a decrease of £125,924, or 5 per cent., as compared with 
the corresponding month of last year. The total for six months, 
July to December, 1918, was £21,013,714, an increase of £7,314,744, or 
over 53-4 per cent., in comparison with the corresponding period in 1917. 


The Oversea exports during January amounted to £3,524,389, 
being a decrease of £328,419, or 8-5 per cent., as compared with the 
corresponding month of last year. For the seven months, July to 
January, 1918-19, there was an increase of £3,491,046, or 16:3 per cent. 
compared with the same period for 1917-18. 


Imports at Sydney.—Excluding the value of the imports from State ports, 

‘the articles imported, Interstate, at the port of Sydney, in February, 

were valued at £1,322,099. The following is a summary of the imports

Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for February show that the net 
revenue for the month was £1,661,021, or £96,554 more than in 
February of last year, an increase of 6:1 per cent. During the eight 
months ended 28th February, the revenue was £13,968,965, being 
£1,792,463, or nearly 14-7 per cent. more than the corresponding 
period of the last financial year.

On the 28th February, 1919, the Consolidated: Revenue Account was 
in debit to the amount of £1,696,760. 


Gold Production,—The gold yield during February, 1919, was 5,882 o 
crude, equal to 5,754 oz. fine, valued at £24,440, and showed a decrease 
of 917 oz. fine, and £3,896 in value, compared with February of last 
year. The value of gold produced during the two months was £41,939, 
and exhibited a decrease of 2,655 oz. fine, and £11,282 in value in the 
figures for the corresponding period of last year. 


Land Selections.— During February, 128 applications were made for 119,804 
acres under the Crown Lands Acts; and 45,674 acres, representing 55 
blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which include areas 
set apart for returned soldiers. Since the beginning of the year the 
number of applications has been 247, and the area applied for 242,382 
acres. The original area gazetted for residential settlement since the 
Ist January is 126,423 acres, representing 159 blocks. 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected each month (see 
Table 56) as to the retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries, it 
appears that in February, 1919, prices were 49°4 per cent. higher than 
in July, 1914 ; 8-6 per cent. higher than in February, 1918; and 1:7 per 
cent. higher than in the preceding month, January, 1919. 

Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
February, 1919, 66-6 per cent. higher than in July, 1914; 7-4 per 
cent. lower than in February, 1918 ; and the same as in January, 1919.

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Meteorology.—After a prolonged period of extremely dry weather, splendid 
~ rains occurred over the southern districts of the State during the month 
of February, where the falls recorded were, almost without exception, 
above the average. Beneficial rains also extended to the seaboard dis- 
tricts generally, but in various centres of the South Coast the totals were 
very heavy, some stations receiving as much as 12 to 20 inches in 
excess of normal conditions, due to torrential rains over the Southern 
Tablelands and coast towards the end of the month. Several areas 
situated in the Central West and North West, and in parts of the 
N.W. Slopes and Plains were also favoured by totals above the average, 
and in the major portion of New South Wales, although deficiencies were 
reported, sufficient rain was received to allay all fears of shortage for 
domestic and stock requirements. 


The temperature ruling was generally low on the Southern Table- 
lands, and mild to warm in other parts of the State. 


Vital Statistics—Sydney and Suburbs — February, 1919.—The births 
registered numbered 1,613, equal to 24-42 per 1,000 of population 
per annum; of the total, 858 were males and 755 females. The rate is 
4.2 per cent. below the average of the previous five years, 


The deaths numbered 567, namely, 307 males and 260 females. The 
mortality rate of 8°58 per 1,000 of population per annum is 2°8 per 
cent. below the average of the previous five years. The deaths were 
below the average in all age-groups except 65 and over. 


The infantile mortality was 72°5 per 1,000 births, and is 0°6 per cent. 
above the average for the month of February for the previous five years. 


New Buildings—Metropolis.—According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
February, 456 new buildings, as compared with 366 in F ebruary, 1918.
